This Mosque was built by Sultan Sikander, father of Budshah. Its 
foundation was laid in 1398.A.D. It was later on remodeled by his successor 
and son, Zain-ul-AbidIn. He also established an Islamic School wherein 
Arabic, Sanskrit, and Persian were taught to the students. He also constructed 
four tall minars of this grand mosque and expanded compound of the mosque

This structure lies at about 28 Kms South West of Srinagar in the 
Chrar village on the road to Yusmarg. It is the shrine or “Ziarat” of Noor-ud- 
Din Reshi, popularly known as Nund Reshi, Sheikh-ul-Alam(RA) or | 
Alamdar-e-Kashmir. Zain-ul-Abideen constructed this shrine on the burial | 
site of Sheikh-ul-Alam and attended himself the burial prayers. 


SYED MOHAMMAD MADANI MOSQUE 
HAWAL, SRINAGAR. 


Syed Mohammad Madani, was a foreign envoy priest and came from 
Madina Saudia Arabia during the reign Sultan Skindar as an ambassador 
from the ruler of that country. He was a great scholar who lived in Kashmir 
during the reign of Sultan Sikander. However, he died during Budshah's rule, 
who built this tomb in his memory. It is an example ofthe pre-Mughal style of
